REGULAR MEETING 
 
The Common Council of the City of Lafayette, Indiana met in regular session on Monday 
November 5, 2007 at 7:00 p.m. in the City Hall Council Chambers, 20 North 6th Street, 
Lafayette, Indiana.  
 
President Weast-Williamson called the meeting to order at 7:00 p.m.

Councilman Campbell moved to approve the minutes from the October 1, 2007 regular meeting. 
Councilman Brown seconded. The motion passed by unanimous voice vote.

Ordinances for First Reading: 
 
The Clerk read Ordinance 2007-32 (An Ordinance to Transfer money within the Local Roads 
and Streets Fund) by title only on first reading. Councilman Campbell moved for passage, 
Councilman Heide seconded. Mike Jones, City Controller spoke on behalf of the proposal along 
with the following two proposals regarding money transfers and was available for questions. 
Ordinance 2007-32 passed 7-0 on a roll call vote on first reading.  
 
The Clerk read Ordinance 2007-33 (An Ordinance to Transfer money within the Budget of the 
Fire Department) by title only on first reading. Councilman Meyer moved for passage, 
Councilman Brown seconded. Ordinance 2007-33 passed 7-0 on a roll call vote on first reading.  
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The Clerk read Ordinance 2007-34 (An Ordinance to Transfer money within the Budget of 
Animal Control Department) by title only on first reading. Councilman Meyer moved for 
passage, Councilman Heide seconded. Ordinance 2007-34 passed 7-0 on a roll call vote on first 
reading.  
 
 
Resolutions 
The Clerk read Resolution 2007-12 (A Resolution setting the Common Council Calendar for 
2008) by title only on first and final reading. Councilman Campbell moved for passage, 
Councilman Smith seconded. Resolution 2007-12 passed 7-0 on a roll call vote on first and final 
reading. 
 
The Clerk read Resolution 2007-13 (A Resolution Authorizing the Mayor of the City of 
Lafayette to enter into an Interlocal Agreement with the City of Lafayette, City of West 
Lafayette, County of Tippecanoe, County and the Area Plan Commission of Tippecanoe County) 
by title only on first and final reading. Councilman Meyer moved for passage, Councilman 
Klinker seconded. Mayor Roswarski spoke on behalf of the proposal stating the intent of the 
agreement was for the purchase and sharing of traffic counters within Lafayette, West Lafayette 
and Tippecanoe County. The agreement also includes a grant from the Federal Government that 
will pay for 80% towards the purchase of the traffic counters with local government entities 
paying the remaining 20%.  Resolution 2007-13 passed 7-0 on a roll call vote on first and final 
reading.
